J. D. Hyadman Makes Brazen At- 


tempt to Misrepresent Telegram 
‘From Hon. Frank Ofiver. 


By Reading Only Portion of Telegram 
He Thought To Give Impression Mr. 
Oliver Feared To Meet Him on Pub- 
lic Platform—Audience Nemands the 
Whole Contents of the Telegram, 
and in Confusion He Finally Gives 
It—Senator Talbot Delivers Strong 
Fighting Speech—Duncan ..Mar- 
shall Closes With Eloquent Exposi- 
tion of the Policy of Expansion and 
Progress of the Liberal Government, 
and of the Legislation Enacted For 
the Benefit of the People of Canada. 


Never in the history of Edmonton 
and probably never in the history 
of Westera Canada bas a larger and 
more envnusiastic political gathering 
taken place than was held last night 
in the Thistle rink. Froin the foot- 
lights to the rear of the hall every 
seat was filled and hundreds were un 
able to obtain better than standing 
room just inside the doors. From 
oight till after eleven o’clock an audi- 
ence of between tour and five thou 
sand people, a large part of whom 
were worked to the highest pitch of 
enthusiasm by the eloquent addresses 
of Senator Talbot and Dunean Mar- 
shall, listened to the discussion of 
the political questions of the cam- 
paign, while from time to time thun- 
derous. upplause greeted the telling 
points of the speakers. 

The chair was oecupied by Senator 
Roy, and upon the platform besides 
the speakers of the evening were P. 
Lessard, president of the Liberal 
association, Hon. W. T. Finlay, min- 
ister of agriculture, and John A, Me- 
Pherson, M.PLP., Stony Plain. 

The first spesker was Senator Tal- 
bot, of Lacombe, and the old war 
horse of western Liberalism was never 
in tiner fighting form. From the start 
a number of me Conservatives pre- 
sent undertook to harrew him by ques- 
tiona and expressions of disapproval 
But the senator met the disturbers 
on their own ground and inore than 
one was compelled to ‘hide his head 
in shame as the ridicule or quick ve- 
tort of the speaker held him up to the 
riiicule even of his own political 
friends, Senator Talbot foreed the 
fighting from. start to finish and his 
speech ended amid prolonged = ap- 
plause, 

Good. Hearing for Mr. Hyndman. 

Mr, Hyndman, he Conservative 
candidate, tollowed and at first met 
with some interruptions by those.who 
endeavored to retaliate for the inter- 
ruptions tou ihe previous speaker. The 
chairman, however, made an appeal 
for better order and for the remainder 
of the address Mr. Hyndman was 
given a good hearing. The most im- 
portant statement of his address was 
that the issues of the campaign were

Senator Talbot, upon rising to speak 
expressed his great pleasure at com- 
ing to the constituency represented 
by Hon, Frank Oliver, the minister 
oi the interior, At two elections he 
had the pleasure of voting for him and 
later of being his associate in the 
Dominion House of Commons, For 
Viese reasons it was an especial plea- 
sure to be present and address such 
u large meeting, 

“This political contesi,” he anid, 
‘is different irom those in the past; 
the time was when the Conservatives 
would discuss the tariff policies of 
themselves and their opponents, and 
the other great ‘questions related to 
the political life of the time. They 
don’t do it to-day. The time was when 
they would discuss the railway ques- 
tion in Western Canada. They don’t 
it to-day! The time was when 
they would discuss the Hudson's Bay 
railway, but they don’t do it to-day! 

Opposition Cannot Prove Charges. 

“The Opposition of the Laurier gov- 
ernment are criticizing harshly some 
ot the Liberal candidates in the pres- 
ent campaign, and Mr. Sitton, Mr. 
burrows and others come in tor eon- 
-iderable abuse, But if the charges 
mede against them be true, there is 
an easy way o. getting them all out 
o, political life, 

He then read an extract irom the 
Kieciion law, which subjected any 
member of Parliament guilty of mis- 
use of his office to heavy tines and 
disqualification, and continued:

#ud they are doing so now. The Lib- 
erals said the schools would go on as 
they did before, and they have done 
©0, ‘Toeday there ave over two hun- 
died more schools in Alberta than in 
1905, and peace now reigns where dis- 
cord was threatened, 


Federal Controi of Lands. 

“One of the questions then raised 
was the lend question, When auton- 
omy was granted to Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan it was agreed that the pub- 
lie lands should be administered by 
the Federal government. Some of the 
Conservatives thought differently, and 
this was one Of the great questions of 
the campaign.” 

Senator Talbot explained the vest- 
ing of the Western lands in the Fed- 
‘eval government in return for the goy-

treasury. 


‘There is another reason. The Do- 
minion Government for the — past 
twelve years has been engaged in 


poopling the prairie provinees with 


‘settlers whiecli they have brought out 


irom the British Isles and other Eu. 
ropean countries, 

“Ii the lands were handed over to 
the Provinces, then the Dominion 
would have to stop its immigration 
policy, for there would be no induce- 
ments to offer in the shape of! free 
land to the settler, But a member 
of the audience says that the immi- 
gration should be carried out by each 
province, What would be phe result? 
Kach would have its own literature 
and a rivelry would spring up which 
would be detrimental to every part of 
the West. Lhave always\thought that 
immigration Mterature should be Can- 
adian not provincial, and that the 
incoming people should be Canadians 
not provincialists, (Cheers.) 

Quotes Some Precedent. 

“How can the Dominion govern- 
ment afford to give the land when the 
overnment can’t? someone 
Here is the answer, Every 
seitler is a souree of revenue to the 
Dominion government while he is an 
expense ‘to the province. He buys 
goods which have been imported into 
the country, and on them he pays 
duties which go into the Dominion 
tieasury. On the other hand the prov- 
ince in which he lives has to pay for 
bridges, roads, ete., in each district 
and this grows larger and larger as 
the settlers increase, 

“If the lands were owned by the 
Dominion there would be no provin- 
cial subsidies, there would be no mon- 
ey for public buildings that Alberta 
end Saskatchewan are now planning 
to build with the money paid over by 
the Federal government, Where would 
the money come from? The provinec, 
if it owned the lands, would have to 
sell them, and wha would buy them? 
—the C.P.R., the pet of the Conserva- 
tive party, and that gigantic corpora- 
tion would raise the price from $3 to 
$25, as it has done in the lands it 
now owns, and the money would be 
wrung ‘rom the farmers ot the coun- 
try. (Great applause.) ; 

“But lawyers look for precedents, 
continued Senatgr Talbot, “and a pre- 
cedent will be -satistactory to Mr, 
Hyndman, Sir John Macdonald when 
asked by the provinces for the lands 
twice refused to hand them over, on 
each occasion saying that the lands 
were purchased by Canada tor the 
benefit of Canada as a whole, In the 
United States another precedent can 
be seen, The thirteen states of the 
union vested the control of the lands 


(in the Pederal government, and in its 


control they have remained ever sinee. 
And never a Republican, nor a Demo- 
erat, nor a Populist, not even a mug- 
wump, has suggested a change, It 
yemained for the Conservative party 
in Canada to make such a sugges- 
tion. (Great Laughter.)

Province Gets the Land. 

“And the province geta the land, 
Mselr ullimately gets tue land, vt 
when a settlers “locates on a home- 
stead it passes to the control of the 
provinee, and is atlerwards «liogether 
beyond the control of the Federal au- 
thorities, (Applause) 

“Some twenty odd years ago the 
people of Albetta elected Frank Oliver 
ws Their represeniative at Regina. 
what did he find there? Nothing but 
not responsible, but irfesponsible gov- 
ernment. He found the money in the 
control, not of the representatives, but 
of the Heutenant governor, But he 
fought this condition and at last had 
it remedied, When the few hoodlums 
at the rear of the hall were recking 
in their crodles he was fighting the 
hattle of the West, Frank Oliver con- 
tinued the struggle until responsible 
government in Wesiern Canada had 
heen secured. ,

JAP CONSUL IMPRESSED. 


With the Prairie Country—F ew Jap- 
anese East of Const Cities. 


Vancouver, B.C., Oct, 9,—Back irom 
three weeks’ trip as far eust as 
Winnipeg and incidentally his first 
sight of the immense wheat fields and 
rairies of the Canadian northwest. 
Mc. Chonsstke Yada, Imperial Jepan- 
ese consul ‘at this port, is more than 
ever impressed with the resources and 
extent of this country. 

Mr. Yada’s trip was taken with the 
object of conferring with officials with 
whom he has Official business on im- 
migration and other matters, and also 
to familiarize himself better with the 
country, During his trip Mr. Yada 
visited the only colony of his country- 
men who have as yet located in the 
Northwest. This is a colony of seven 
who are located near Stiathmore, 
where they have just put in their first 
crop of 260 acres of winter wheat. A 
few of them will come to Vancouver 
to spend thy winter, but there will be 
a considerable number of them em- 
noyed in harvesting next summer. 
Phey plan to greatly increase the area 
of wheat sown next fall, This colony 
will be inereased trom time to time if 
they find wheat growing «a success. 
which Mr, Yada thinks there is little 


doubt of. These and a few Japanese 
employed in mill work in the interior 
of British Columbia, are all of his 


countrymen that Mr. Yada found east 
of the coast cities. 
Mr. Yada went west by the C.P.R, 
ind returned on the Canadian North- 
ern as far as Edmonton, and” was 
greatly impressed with the number of 
new towns apringing up along the line 
of that railway.

A HUGE SUCCESS 


Fully 2000 Children Attended First 
Annual Athletic Competition on 
Exhibition Grounds, 


Perhaps never before in the history of 
Edmonton has old King Sol smiled down 
more serenely on a noisier, jollier bunch 
ef children than he did at the Exhibi- 
tion Grounds yesterday afternoon, The 
occasion waa the firt annual field day of 
sports o fthe Edmonton public and high 
schools, and was successful beyond the 
wildest hopes of the promoters, 

Fully 2,000 children ‘of all ages, sizes 
and dispositions assembled at the Exhi- 
hition Grountls yesterday and entered 
into the spirit of the sports as only ehil- 
dren can, It is safe to say that everyone 
enjoyed himeelf and herself thoronghly, 
one of the chief reasons being that 
everyone could make as much noise as 
he pleased, and thia feature natarally 
appented strongly to every child present. 
And they ali certainly made good use of 
this privilege, Every school had about 
three choices yolle which they delivered 
singly and in chorus throughout the 
whole of the afternoon, and if one may 
jodge from the variety and volume of 
sound produced there is nothing wrong 
with the lungsof Edmenten bovs and 
girls. 

Winner of Championships. 

Perhaps the noisiest and at the same 
time the happiest bunch of school chil- 


dren in Edmonton last evening wero 
those from the North Syndicate and 
Norweed schools. Their special reason 


for this wns that they won the junior 
championship in open competition 
against all other schools of the city. 
Clement Murray, who won this honor for 
Syndicate and Norwood, was the hero of 
the hour. Although not yet I years of 
age he gives promise of being one of the 
coming athletes of the west. Five first 
prizes and two seconds were won by him, 
a total of 31 points in the championship 
events, By his good work he not only 
won honor and prizes for himself, but he 
covered his school with glory which was 
reflected in the face of the smallest 
member of the school, by winning the 
silver cup presented by Richard Secord 
fcr junior competition, 

The senior championship was won by 
Fred York of the Iligh Sehooi with 
three firsts and two seconds, a total of 
21 peints in the championship events 
He was closely followed by Harald Dean 
with 18 points.
